r.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Bower, and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present,  for  your  consideration,  mv  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  th-  Swanar.a  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1947. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ernest  Seymour,  resigned  on  beinc 
appointed  as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  City  of  'Winchester.  Mr. 
Kenneth 'W.  Greenwood  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  district 
on  December,  9th  but  d in  rot  commence  duty  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  births  register&J  during  the  year  was  137 
which  is  the  highest  recorded  for  many  years.  The  figure  for  1938 
was  65. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year 
arU  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease.  Three 
cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  district. 

Swana  :e  was  fortunate  in  that,  in  a  year  when  the  Country 
experienced  the  severest  recorded  epidemic  of  acute  poliomyelitis , 
only  two  cases  were  notified  amongst  residents  of  the  district.  This 
is  all  the  more  remarkable  in  view  of  the  presence  of  large  numbers  of 
visitors  from  widely  scattered  areas  during  the  peak  period  of  the 
epid  emic . 

The  percentage  of  the  child  population  considered  immunised  a pains t 
diphtheria  at  31st  December,  1947,  shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figure 

for  the  previous  year. 

The  magnitude  and  urgency  of  the  housing  problem  is  only  too 
evident  when  one  considers  the  long  waiting  list  of  applicants  for 
Council  houses,  the  number  of  houses  and  converted  huts  still  held 
under  requisition,  and  the  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  private 
building  licences.  The  health  of  a  community  depends,  to  a  very  great 
extent  on  the  environmental  conditions  under  which  it  lives,  and  the 
provision  of  satisfactory  living  conditions  is  the  most  important 
single  factor  ’which  would  make  for  the  greatest  advance  in  the 
prevention  of  much  ill  health. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  the  Sanitary  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  particularly  Mr.  F.  Cambio, 
a  former • Sanitary  Inspector,  for  gencrouslv  carrying  out  the  work  in 
connection  with  meat  and  food  inspection  during  the  period , following 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  E.  Seymour  until  the  end  of  the  year.

No  laboratory  is  provided  by  the  Council  but  facilities  for 
examination  of  Public  Health  specimens  are  available  free  of  charge 
at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Dorchester. 


Ambulance  service 


The  Council  maintain  a  motor  .ambulance  having  accommodation  for 
two  stretcher  cases.  a  full  time  driver  is  engage* 2 3,  and  a  relief 
driver  and  a  part  time  attendant  are  available. 

The  ambulance  is  use^  for  all  cases  with  the  exception  of 
infectious  diseases.  Infectious  disease  cases  are  removed  to  hospital 
by  the  borough  of  Poole  Infectious  Diseases  Ambulance.

Water  Supply 


The  bwanage  water  supply  comes  from  two  sources  (l)  the  Corfe 
Castle  Spring,  (2)  the  Ulwell  Bore  art  opring. 

The  Corfe  Castle  spring  is  located  100  yard's  north-east  of 
the  railway  bridge,  by  the  side  of  Stud  land  Road,  and  about  50  ft. 
above  O.D.  The  spring  issues  from  the  vertical  junction  of  the 
Chalk  and  Tertiar  '  Beds. 

The  situation  of  this  spring  makes  it  liable  to  very  serious 
pollution.  It  lies  irame^iatel;r  north-east  of  a  gap  in  the 
Purbeck  Hills  which  are  formed  by  the  outcrop^inp:  chalk  stratum. 
Immediately  south  of  the  gap  lies  the  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

All  the  drainage  from  Corfe  Castle  Village  and  the  rre.>ter  part 
of  the  valley  south  of  the  Furbeck  Kills  masses  through  this  gap 
in  two  streams  uniting  in  the  gap  to  form  the  Corfe  River  which 
flows  past  the  spring-head  and  about  25  to  30  ft.  distant  from 
it. 

r  predecessor  Dr.  Fenneth  Maws  on  carried  out  tests  at  Corfe 
Castle  in  1958  which  indicated  that  the  Corfe  Castle  Spring  was 
polluted  by  the  adjacent  stream.  It  is  evident  that  with 
continued  and  increased  pumping  from  this  source  the  channels  of 
pollution  in  the  ch..!1-  formation  will  become  more  and  more  open 
and  the  water  of  the  s  ring  become  more  readily  polluted. 

In  the  past,  pumping  from  the  Corfe  Castle  Spring  had  to  be 
suspended  "ur in.  rainy  periods  owing  to  the  rapid  deterioration 
of  the  quality  of  the  water  making  chlorination  impossible;  this 
difficulty  has  been  overcome  with  the  bringing  into  use,  at  the 
end  of  the  ye  r,  the  new  open  sand  filtration  plant.  a11  water 
from  the  Corfe  Castle  ,prirg  is  now  filtered  before  chlorination. 

The  Ulwell  Source  yields  a  limited  su~plv  which  is  used  to 
supplement  the  supply  from  the  Corfe  Castle  Spring  which  is  the 
main  source.  The  •■ater  comes  from  the  greensand  layers  and  its 
qualitv  is  satisfactory. 

Yater  from  the  Corfe  Castle  Source  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
and  that  from  the  Ulwell  Source  is  chlorinated.  The  dosage  of 
chlorine  is  controlled  bv  regular  estimations  of  chlorine  content 
at  the  pumpinr,  stations  and  checked  by  chlorine  estimations  carried 
out  at  the  County  Laboratorv. 

Twenty-one  samples  were  taken  for  estimation  of  chlorine 
from  the  Corfe  Castle  Supply  and  IP  from  the  Ulwell  Supply. 

The  quantity  of  water  has  been  adequate  for  all  purposes 
during  the  year,  and  the  quality  6f  the  water,  as  supplied  to  the 
consigner,  has  been  maintained  at  a  highly  satisfactory  level.

There  were  no  major  alterations  to,  or  extensions  of,  the  sewers  during  1947, 
io  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  flooding  of  sowers  with  overflow  during  rain 
storms,  as  has  occurred  in  past  years. 

Sewage  disposal  is  satisfactory,  and  has  given  rise  to  no  comrlaints. 


Closet  accommodation

Disinfection 


During  the  year  bedding  ani  personal  effects  were  subjected  to 
steam  or  chemical  disinfection  after  various  infectious  diseases, 
including  tuberculosis,  scarlet  fever,  erysipelas,  cerebro-spinal 
fever,  and  acute  poliomyelitis. 

The  steam  disinfector  was  used  on  a  number  of  occasions  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  cases  of  infectious  diseases  outside  the 
Urban  District  Council.

Swanage  is  favoured  with  the  natural  advantages  of  'excellent 
sou  bathing,  there  being  little  variation  as  to  ^epth  and  distance 
in  respect  to  tidal  changes . 

The  bathing  area  is  particularly  free  from  steep  shelving, 
strong  currents,  and  rocky  bottoms. 

A  well  maintained,  privately  owned,  open-air  swimming  pool 
is  also  in  use  at  one  of  the  larger  hotels.  The  water  is  treated 
by  a  modern  Purification  Plant.  This  apparatus  was  installed  by 
a  well-known  firm,  anJ  includes  the  operations  of  Chlorination, 
Filtration,  and  Aeration  o.'  the  water.  The  capacity  of  the  ^ool 
is  25,000  gallons,  anf  the  volume  of  water  circulated  and  purified 
is  at  tne  rate  of  2,900  gallons  per  hour,  so  that  the  whole  of  the 
water  is  purified  once  in  eigVit  hours.  Under  working  conations 
there  is  a  constant  turn  over,  several  thousand  pallons  of  fresh, 
treat';  d  sea  water  entering  the  bath  daily.  There  is  also  provision 
for  electrical ly  heating  the  sea  water,  so  that  a  temperature  of 
approximately  70°P.  can  be  maintained.

Swanage  is  a  favourite  town  for  campers,  anJ  the  sites  chosen 
arc  unde-r  constant  supervision,  and  licences  are  issued  by  the 
Council  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Most  of  the  dairies  in  the  district  are  small  and  con- itions 
under  which  milk  is  produce'5  cannot,  unfortunately,  be  re^orte-5  as 
highly  satisfactory.  It  is,  however,  intended  to  improve  the 
standard  in  the  future,  but  difficult r  will  still  be  experienced 
in  obtaining  materials  anJ  labour  for  this  work.  Particular 
attention  will  be  paid  to  the  premises  from  which  milk  is  produced 
and  bottled,  and  is  sold  to  the  consumer  as  "Raw  Milk". 

The  conditions  of  the  main  bottling  and  distributing  dairies 
in  the  town  remain  fairly  satisfactory  and  constant  supervision 
is  maintained.

PREVALENCE  iiND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  no  un^ue  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  years- 

One  case  during  the  month  of  January  in  a  resident,  a  school  girl 
ageH  15  years;  in  this  case  there  was  no  history  of  contact. 

One  during  the  month  of 'August,  in  a  resident,  this  occurred  in  a 
man  aged  42  years  whose  daughter  had  been  in  contact  with  a  case  at  a 
school  outside  the  district,  but  who  herself  did  not  develop  the  disease. 

One  case  ^urinr  September,  in  a  visitor,  a  boy  aged  6  years,  who  haA 
been  in  contact  with  his  brother  who  had  symptoms  suggesting  sub-clinical 
infection.

All  cases  recovered.1 

Two  cases  of  corebropspinal  fever  occurred,  one  of  whom  died. 

There  was  a  marked  fall  .in  the  incidence  of  scabies,  during  the  year. 

One  smallpox  contact :  arr ived  in  the  district  from  overseas,  and  two 
persons  arrived  from  a  cholera  infected  area,  by  air.  o-ll  wore  visited 
and  kept  under  surveillance. 

One  case  of  food  noisonihg  in  :  child  aged  2  years  was'"  notified . 
lacilli  Typhi  Murium  were  isolated  from  the  faeces.  Food  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  gave  negative  results  and  investigations 
failed  to  trace  tpe  source  of-  infection.

Children  who  have  been  immunised  in  infancv  are  given  a  reinforcing 
r'ose  when  they  reach  school  going  age,  to  raise  the  level  of  their  immunitv. 

The  prophylactic  used  for  children  is  a.P.T.  and  no  untoward  reactions 
have  been  noted  during  the  year.

No  treatment  centre  is  provided  by  the  District  Council  for  the 
treatment  of  scabies  and  verminous  conditions.  In  the  past  cases  were 
treated  at  the  County  Council’s  School  Minor  Ailments  Centre  at  Play  lands, 
IJ  fortunately  this  centre  was  closed  during  the  year  as  the  premises  were 
no  longer  available  and  no  suitable  alternative  acco-modation  could  be 
found  .
